Soviet robot lands on Mars

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 


Union parachited the first scienti- 
fic robot onto Mars but its televi-

The ianding took place five days 
ago, but Tass did not report it until 
yesterday. The report gave no rea- 
son for the delay and it gave no 
hint of what caused the robot to 
fail after an apparently successful 
soft landing. 

But America’s Mariner-9 photo- 
probe has reported that 2 
dust stonmm is raging over most of 
the plant's surface.

Panel approves 
limit on power 
of President 


WASHINGTON (AP). --- The Se- 
nate Foreign Relations committee 
gave its unanimous approval yes- 
terday to a bill putting limits on 
presidential power to commit U.S. 
armed forces to war overseas with- 
out Congressional approval, The 
vote was 13-0. 

But one supporter, Sen. George 
Alken, Republican-Vermont, said he 
expected it to cause -considerable 
legal controversy and added, “I am 
pessimistic about its becoming law.” 

The measure limits to 30 days the 
period in which troops can be com- 
mitted without Congressional action 
and restricts the conditions to at- 
tacks on the U.S. or its armed 
forces, “to forestall the direct and 
imminent threat of such an attack,” 
and protection of evacuating U.S. 
citizens subjected to a direct and 
imminent threat on their lives. 

Senator J. W. Fulbright, the com- 
mittee chairman, said he is con- 
cerned that the provision relating to 
forestalling threat of an attack 
could authorize a pre-emptive U.S. 
strike but Sen. Jacob Javits, Re- 
publican-New York, said the “direct 
and imminent” language provides 
sufficient protection. 

The bill is a compromise worked 
out by the sponsors of similar but 
differing measures introduced ear- 
ier this year. Fulbright sat he 
would offer a number of amend- 
ments on the floor when the bill 


comes up for action next spring.

for her ‘Story, Bible’

T= story of the Jews, their 

flight from Egypt and their con- 
tinuing struggle even in their own 
State has always interested Peart 

Buck, she said at a luncheon of 
the Laymen's Bible Committee in 
‘New York, which launched the 31st 
annual Bible Week in the U.S. She 
had just been given an award for 
her children’s book, “The Story 
Bible.” 

Handsome, white-heired, and still 
impressive at 80, the Nobel Prize- 
winning author of ‘The Good Harth" 
shared honours at luncheon with 
Arthur J. Goldberg, Chairman of the 
1971 Bible Week. Mr, Goldberg was 
cited for his contributions to moti- 
vating increased Bible reading and 
study of the Bible in the U.S. He 
was presented with a copy of the 
Jewish Publication Society transla- 
tlon of the Bible. 

Miss ‘Buck said she had first heard 
the Bible stories as a child grow- 
ing up in China, where her parents 
were missionaries. Her father, 2 
Greek and Hebrew scholar, had ob- 
jected to the way the Scriptures were 
translated into English, so he would 
read chapters to his children in the 
‘original and in Chinese for the house- 
hold staff. However, young Pear] read 
the stories in a gilt-paged story 
book and memorized some of ‘the 
Psalms she liked. 

““Age has its significance, and 
the time had come for me to write 
this book which has been part of 
my lJWfe since childhood,” Miss 
Buck sald, adding: “‘each of my 


books has come out of 2 profound 
interest and experience.” 
The Bible may be read in many 


different ways, Miss Buck told her

THE FOUNDER OF MIZRAHI 


SAAC Jacob Reines (1840-1915 } 
was one of the leading rabbinic 
figures of his time. As a Talmudist 
he designed in his works a new 
methodology for the study of this 
indispensable source of Jewish life 
and culture and tried to uncover the 
general principles and underlying 
logical structure of the bewildering, 
unsystematic mass of material con- 
tained in the Talmud. As an Agzga- 
dist, he saw rabbinic homiletics be- 
ing degraded by popular Maggidim 
(preachers) to the level of cheap 
entertainment and neglected by the 
rabbinate. A first-rate preacher him- 
self, he wanted to turn Midrash and 


Aggada into a living, religious force’ 


in the life of the people; in them he 
found the inspiration for his own 
philosophy which permeates much of 
his written work. As an educator, 
he advocated the introduction of se- 
cular studies what he preached in 
those he founded and led. 

As a political leader Reines was 
one of the very few rabbis of the 
old school who gave wholehearted 
support to the Zionist idea and 
movement — he was a prominent 
figure at every Zionist Congress up 
to 1914. And it was he who preceiv- 
ed the danger to religious Jewry 
inherent in the cultural programme 
adopted at the Fifth World Zionist 
Congress: his answer waS a Separa- 
te religtous movement within Zio- 
nism. and he immediately set about 
establishing Mizrahi as the organi- 
zation of religious Zionism. 

Amazing combination 


‘What characterizes Reines is an 


amazing combination of the theore-- 


tical and the practical, and his 
achievements are all the more 
remarkable in view of the fact that 
he lacked aH the machinery which 
today is at the disposal of every 
public figure. He had no secretarial 
help, having to write every letter by 
his own hand. 

In all these varied and admittedly 
revolutlonary interestsand'activities, 
‘Reines had to contend with the bitter 
and often vicious opposition of his 
peers, not to mention their rank and 
file. His ideas on the teaching of 
Talmud were received with dismay 
and considered subversive by the 
leading yeshivot, though today they 
have been quietly accepted by their

Not only 
was Greek Jewry decimated, but its 
cemeteries were desecrated, its syne- 
gogues demolished, and its treasures 
removed. When Greece was liberated 
in the autumn of 1944, some 10,000 
Jews were left in the country— al- 
most all of whom were destitute. 
Various factors made the post-War 
rehabilitation difficult. However, 
from 1949, Jews --- even of military 
age — were permitted to emigrate 
to Israel and by the end of the 
1950s some 3,500 had settled here. 
Nevertheless Greek Jewry has still 
not recovered from the effects of 
the War — and under the heading 
“Greek Jewry's Sunset?," Sam Mo- 
diano has given a picture of the 
community today in the “Jewish 
Chronicle.”

descent} are settled in various parts 
of the world, Before World War ΤΙ, 
there were over 60 synagogues in 
the town. Only two exist today. The 
others have been destroyed, demo- 
lished, or converted to other uses. 
The tiny community now worships 
in the one named “the synagogue of 
those from Monastir.” The other one, 
built 400 years ago, 15 abandoned 
and falling into ruins. The historic 
cemetery was razed by order of the 
Wazis, and the bulldings of the city’s 
university have sprung up over thet 
area.

Its 
members are wealthy tradesmen, in- 
dustrialists, bankers and lawyers. 
The five-member communal board is 
appointed by the government, as has 
been the practice in Greece for all 
organizations in Greece since the 
1967 military coup d'etat. The one 
rabbi in Athens serves as Chief 
Rabbi of Greece. 

No more than 1,300 Jews are left 
in Salonika. According to Modliano, 
25,000 Salonika Jews have emigra- 
ted to Israel since 1980 and some 
100,000 Salonika Jews ‘(presumably

Denied himself martyrdom

Te. bronze memorial plaque on 
the left side of the Aron Hako- 
dosh in the Central § ie of 
Moscow pays tribute to the coura- 
geous statesmanship and wise spiri- 
tual stewardship of the late Chief 
Rabbi of Moscow, Rabbi Yaacov 
Mazo. Widely known and highly 
, regarded as a Hebraist, Zionist, ora- 
tor and scholar, Rabbi Maza, who 
on countiess occasions confronted 
Czar, Governor and Minister on 
behalf of his people, is especially 
remembered for bis heroic defiance 
of the Czarist regime during the 
notorious Bellis biood-libel trial in 
Kiev in the year 1913. Rabbi Maza, 
as is well known to students of 
Russian :Jewry, is but another link 
in the golden chain of great Rabbi- 
nic leaders and martyrs both in 
Czarist and in Soviet Russia, who 
with characteristic Jewish dignity 
and pride, defied the op, ᾿ 

The passing of Rabbi Yehuda 
Leib Levin last month .in Moscow 
revives anew some agonizing ques- 
tions regarding his actions, attitudes 
and pronouncements, especially dur- 
ing the last few years, which have 
witnessed the miraculous reawaken- 
ing of Jewish Identity and militan- 
cy amongst the Jews of the U.S.S.R. 
Some of us found it very difficult 
to understand Rabbi Levin's policy 
of silence or condemnation of Israel 
and Zionism while the Zands, 
Zalmansons and Alexandrovitches 
demonstrated in front of the Mos- 
cow Synagogue, faced the stern 
accusing finger of the Commissans 
and were tortured in mental institu- 
tions for their temerity in openly 
declaring their wish to emigrate 
to Israel. 

As one who spent many hours in 
conversation with Rabbi Levin dur- 
ing three visits in the U.S.S.R. and 
was continuously in contact with 
him untill three weeks ago, I am 
under the impression that there were 
two sides to the complex personality 
of this sad and tragic leader. Deep 
within his heart, as private conver- 
sations revealed, there was a passio- 
nate ard fierce love and devotion to 
his people and to the land of Israel. 
Will I ever forget his, emotional 
outburst and honest tears on a Fri- 
day evening at the Sabbath table 
when we sang and reached the 
words “O God of Glory and Great- 
ness save thy flock from the Lion's 
jaws..." Just imagine a government 
agent sitting at the table together 
with foreign visitors, and he, the 
Chief Rabbi of Moscow, found it 
impossible to control his inner pain. 

Consider for a moment the follow- 
ing Incident, One evening as we were 
walking in Sverdlov Square, Rabbi 
Levin sald to me: “Look, I am an 
oid and an alling man. 1 know quite 
well that my days are pDumbered. 
Do you realize that after I am 
gone, there may be no replacement 
for me. People like you, Instead of 
eriticizing our government, should 
return here to thelr native Jand and 
serve the religious needs of our 
people in this country...” 

On another occasion, he expressed 


An appreciation 


quite openly his desire that one of 
his grandsons should be sent to a 
Yeshiva in Hungary so that he 
would be prepared for Rabbinical 
duties in the U.S.S.R. Unfortunately 
his plan was never realized. 


When we met in the United 
States in his hotel room, in absolute 
privacy, he remarked: Don't you 
think that I too would have loved 
to be remembered by this and future 
generations as a courageous leader 
and a martyr for my people and 
my Torah? Yet, I feel that I am 
duty bound, for the sake of Russian 
Jewry, to Keep lines of communica- 
tion with our government open. 
Sometimes a Jew must forgo the 
temptation of being a hero or a 
martyr and he must serve the cause 
of his people even at the risk of 
being called a coward and a traitor.” 

Thus, it was quite obvious to 
some of us who were on intimate 
terms with him, that a flerce storm 
was raging deep within his heart. 

‘When we, of the Rabbinic Council 
of America Delegation, sat near him 
around the seuda shelishtt table in 
the Beth Hamidrash and we were 
surrounded by elderly co-reijgionists, 
Rabbi Levin opened the Bible and 
read the verse: “Let the Lord, the 
God of the spirits and all fiesh, set 
@ man over the congregation, who 
may go out before them, and who 
may come in before tiem, and who 
may lead them out, and,who may 
bring them in..” By way of homi- 
letical interpretation, he said: “Ἐδ- 
shi and his commentary emphasizes 
that Moses petitioned God to appoint 
8 leader who would be patient and 
tolerant with his flock according to 
the spiritual outlook and intelectual 
disposition of each of them. I ask 
you, my dear guests from the U.S.A., 
can a Rabbi of Moscow ignore the 
ideological commitments of Jews 
born, raised and educated in aur 
land?” 

Rabbi Levin deliberately and 
heroleally denied himself a place 
among the heroes and the martyra 
of our people who rightfully earned 
for themselves popular acclaim and 
recognition.

Abroad, midwives study aud 
train for three years — that is six 
months more than in Israel — yet 
they are not recognized by the Min- 
istry of Health as having the same 
status. (The Maternity Hospital is 
jointly run by the Municipality and 
the Government.) 

As example given by the nurses 
of the absurdity of the present ar- 
rangement is this: One of the senior 
midwives at the Maternity Hospi- 
tal, who has trained girls for the 
profession for about 20 years, is 
not qualified to receive the advan- 
ced training grent. Her students 
do get ἢ on graduation. 

The problem does not exist in 
Kupat Holim hospitals since they 
unofficially recognize the foreign- 
trained midwives as having under- 
gone advanced training. 

On the average, there are 600 
to 750 births each month at fhe 
Hospital, During September, there 
were 754, in October, 675, and No- 
vember, 662. Births three years ago 
averaged only 400 to 450 a month.

Gales damage Ashdod oil tanks 
Rain and cold weather 
to continue today

‘Wet cold weather is expected to 
continue today, after temperatures 
dropped still further yesterday 
and rains and high winds swept 
most parts of the country.

Members went away with the 
impression that the people respon- 
sible for Vered's financial collapse 
were incapable and il-advised ra- 
ther than umprincipled. As one 
Aligpment Committee member put 
it to The Post, they were “counting 
economic disaster without even 
taking a cateulated risk” 

Although the Finance Committee 
has been overshadowed recently by 
the Economic Commitee’s probe 
into Autocars’ collapse, chairman 
Israel Kargman insisted on keeping 
the Finance Committee’s inquiry in 
strict bounds. He turned down bids 
by two members to call in former 
senior offictals for testimony, as the 
Economic Committee had done at Mr. 
insistence. Mr. 
Kargman told Alignment colleagui 
Adi Amorai, and N.R.P. Member 
Yehuds Ben-Meir, that the present 
Vered executives were quite qua- 
Hified to testify as to what had 
taken place before their time. 

Mr. said that the State 
Comptrolier ought to inspect Vered, 
while the Government ought to 
reappraiss: its economic activities 
abroad. Some Vered construction 
projects were unjustified economi- 
cally and even unimportant 7 
cally, he said. 

“We want to see balance-sheets,” 
declared Dr. Yohanan Bader (Gahal), 
who accused the Treasury of ΝΣ 
questing State guarantees from ea 
Committee when Vered was already 
badly in the red. Dr. Bader charged 
that white elephant schemes were 
carried out under Foreign Ministry 
pressure, and hence a Ministry of- 
fictal shovid be asked to testify. 


This jee revelation from 
Agriculture Minister Haim Gvatl, 
that, as it happened, the schemes 
which lost most money were not 
the result of Foreign Ministry per- 
suasion. Dr. Bader said that Vered 
was so bent on expansion, that It 
took on projects lire road-building, 
of which it knew absolutely nothing. 

The t's Aharon Becker, 
who fet that Vered should at least 
have been complimented for having 
good intentions, took umbrage at 
Gahal charges of State firms milk- 
ing the taxpayer, amd wanted to 
remind Gabal of the collapse of 
private firms like Rassco and 
Feuchtwanger's Bank As Mapam's 
Shlomo Rosen chimed in to help 
him, the atmosphere between the 
Alignment and Gahal degenerated 
into one of mutual recrimination.
